NO CANADIAN stable lias enjoyed a greater 
degree <>f prominence of late than Hint of R. J. 
Mackenzie, the Winnipeg capitalist, in whose 
colors Buckhorn. Helen Barbee, Melton Street 
and other well-known thoroughbreds have been 
racing with distinction over various tracks of 
the United States. Canada and Mexico during 
the oast year or two. It is only since J. D. 
Adkins, known far and wide among racing folk 
as •’Canada Jack.” lias bet'll in eliaige of Mr. 
Mackenzie’s racing interests that the stable lias 
come into tlie prominence that it now com- 
mands. As might be inferred from the sobri- 
quet that was bestowed uiioii him to distin- 
guish him from the turfman of similar name in 
whose honor Barney Schreiber named his great 
sou of Sain and El Salado. the trainer of the 
Mackenzie stable is a compatriot of his wealthy 
employer and patron. He claims Toronto as 
his home and long liefore he took charge of the 
Mackenzie stable lie had demonstrated his 
ability and skill as a trainer of the racing 
thoroughbred. There are few racing centers 
in America where “Canada Jack” is not known. 
<*f course tlie success which lie lias achieved 
with tlie Mackenzie horses has had tlie effect 
of bringing him into much greater prominence 
than he enjoyed during tlie days when lie was 
training for various other owners on a more 
modest scale. 

Tlie Mackenzie horses are now quartered at 
Louisville and are lieing prepared for tlie spring 
meetings on tlie Kentucky circuit. It is proba- 
ble that at the conclusion of the Kentucky 
meetings they will be shipped to Canada to 
engage in the racing over the Canadian Racing 
Associations courses during the summer. They 
were raced with signal success at Juarez dur- 
ing the winter and were among tlie first of the 
stables to return to Kentucky from that winter 
racing ground. Trainer Adkins is one of the 
comparatively few handlers of thoroughbreds 
possessing the knack of sending horses to the 
l>ost ready to do their best after a long period 
of idleness and it may be expected that the 
Mackenzie stable will figure proinineutlv in the

New York. April 12. — 1 spent an hour today with 
Mr. H. C. Hallenliock. owner of one of the best 
all round stables of horses in training. Tliev 
wintered at their owner’s farm of 200 acres nea'i 
Red Bunk, N. J.. only a short distance from the 
fatuous Brookdale Stud now leased to Mr. II. IV 
Whitpey. The llallenlieck horses wintered in 
splendid shape and are now on the verge of a 
campaign which may again laud their owner neai 
the top of the list of winning owners as was tlie 
case tn 1912. The owner of these horses is a niai* 
somewhere in tin- fifties, with smooth-shaven fact 
ami wearing glasses, lie only a week ago lost hit 
oldest son, a young man of about thirty. He hat 
never taken any interest in racing, but was glad to 
have his father do so. as it meant needful recrea 
• ion. Another son. alaiut twenty-three years old. 

is all that is left to tlie elder llallenlieck. who. 
however, bears his loss well, for it was a forego: it 
conclusion that the young man who died a week 
ago. could not have long survived cancer, the result 
ot an injury received six years ago while cranking 
up his automobile, was the cause of death. 

The present II. (’. Ilalleiibeek is the son of a man 
who was one of tlie directors in tlie Home and 
Continental Life Insurance Companies, an old-time 
New York concern at the time that William C. 
VVhituey was a young man and was its secretary. 
The old New York printing firm of Wynkoop ,V 
Ilalleiibeek has now become the Wynkoop, Halleu 
beck & Crawford Co., and carries on printing on a 
tremendous scale. Mr. llallenlieck is a stockhnldei 
in a typesetting machine of which tlie late James 
R. Keene was the chief financial backer, and it is 
possible that something may la- heard of this ma- 
chine ill due time. Among those, who sent letter* 
of sympathy to Mr. Ilalleiibeek over the loss of his 
son was Mr. August Belmont. It is the intention 
of Mr. llallenlieck to contribute $5,000 to the own 
era’ Fund for the maintenance of racing. This is 
as much as any other man has given. When it is 
■ .uisidered that Mr. Ilalleubock is a comparative 
newcomer in racing and lias only been on the turf 
two years (1911 and 1912). this is indeed lilieral. 
He is not a breeder, though in due time he will lie 
come one. He is by no means satisfied with certain 
conditions now existing regarding t\Co profnirfent* 
jockeys, laitli under sus|ienslnn, the ostensible reason 
being for foul riding, but ro]mrt has it that it was 
for a far graver cause. Rumor has it both jockeys 
may secure licenses to ride, in which case Mr. 
Hallonbeck says In- will address a serious communi- 
cation to tlie stewards of tin- Jockey (tilth. 

As you published a few weeks ago. Mr. Hallen 
iieck’s horses are under tin- care of Frank Taylor, 
a man who, though young in years, lias had a' re- 
markably successful career as trainer. Not long 
before lie met with Mr. Hallenbeck. lie had charge 
of “Billy” Dubois’ powerful stable, which, in 
1907. was in grand form, its chief winner being 
Charles Edward, whose Brighton Derby in 2:30%, 
with 120 pounds up. was a bettor performance than 
that of Goodrich, whose 2:30%. fifteen years ago 
at Washington I'ark. was with only 102 pounds up. 
When Charles Edward won the Brighton Derhv bis 
only opponent was J. L. McGinnis’ Frank ' Gill 
(since deadl. Dtrlsds was and is full of sentiment 
and. after this great performance, lie commissioned 
the late Henry Stull to paint several pictures in 
oil of Charles Edward, one of which he gave his 
liest friend, tlie late John H. Bradford, and uu 
other he gave to another good friend, Mr. James 
Butler. 

When Sam Ilildretli brought MeChesnev on from 
Chicago to nin him against Waterboy (this match 
never came off. by tlie way I it was necessary for 
Mr. Hildreth to find another trainer for McChesney. 
because "Sun” himself did not at that time hold 
a Jockey Cluli license. So the horse was handed 
over to Frank Taylor, whose wife is a sister of 
Hildreth’s wife and. under Taylor’s care. Me 
Chesney won the Twin City Handicap in 1903, carry- 
ing 129 pounds, equal weight with Herat is. which 
ran second. They ran the mile and a quarter in 
2:94%. which, iqi to that time, was the fastest 
ever run at Sheepsliea.l Bay. But those who saw 
the race il was one of tlie fortunate ones), will 
never forget the wonderfully good pilotage Mc- 
Chesney received from Fuller, who never lost a 
foot of ground in tlie ‘whole mile and a quarter. 
11“ was also wonderfully lucky in finding openings.’ 



Norfolk. Va.. April 14. — Stirring contests were the 
order at the Jamestown Jockey ('lull’s track this 
afternoon. Four of the winners were first home by 
narrower margins than a length and, witli three 
favorites scoring, much enthusiasm was manifested. 
There were two two-year-old races on the program 
and liolli of them furnished nose finishes. The 
I’reiiin winning tlie first and Galaxy the second. 
Both came from behind to get up in the final stride. 
Galaxy had rather a rough journey in her race. 
She was on the outside of the leaders all the Way 
and. in entering the homestretch, she was carried 
wide and thereby lost three or four lengths. The 
manner in which she responded to punishment dem- 
onstrated that she is as game as a bulldog. 

Fathom, the Belmont youngster that ruled an 
oilds-oti favorite in the opener, lost because Ferguson 
was unable to get him down to business in the 
early stages of the race. Fathom closed fast anil 
was gaining with every stride at the tin isjv . The 
Belmont stable also furnished the favorite of the 
second race in Tea Enough. This one might have 
won had Ferguson kept her from bearing out while 
rounding the far turn and entering the homestretch. 
As it was. she finished third. Big Dipper was 
lucky to win (he third race, for had Butwell been 
aide to have got Brynary going well in the early 
racing she undoubtedly would have beaten t In* 
favorite. In the stretch racing Brynary. after go 
ing to the outside, closed with a rush and was 
beaten only a neck. 

There was an accident in tile first race which re- 
sulted seriously to Zaek Wiggins. The latter showed 
a hit of soreness while leaving tlie paddock ami 
after breaking slowly Obert attempted to move 
through on the inside. At tlie three-eighths post. 
Zaek Wiggins was crowded against tlie fence, which 
he struck with some force, and fell. Obert escaped 
with a few bruises, but the colt broke his leg just 
below tlie stifle and was destroyed. 

At tlie conclusion of tlie afternoon’s sport the 
stewards announced their ruling in the Irish Kid 
Jockey Grand trainer Scheike case. In the race that 
'Irish Kid won. lie ran in the name of Hugh Penny, 
and it developed that the latter did not really own 
the horse. Evidence furnished at the investigation 
is alleged to have shown that Irish Kid was not 
well meant in his two starts previous to that when 
lie won and that Grand and Scheike were both in on 
the jolt. Scheike and Grand were suspended and 
their eases referred to the Jockey CInb. They were 
also denied the privileges of the course. For per- 
mitting the horse to run in his name. Penny was 
suspended for the remainder of the meeting and the 
further entry of the horse will lie refused. The 
ruling further disqualified Irish Kid from (he race 
that he won. for the reason that he was not entered 
in tlie proper ownership. This gives the purse to 
Lord Elain and places Dick Baker second and O 
Em third. 

J. W. Pangle purchased from Aliiert Simons, 
acting for Harry Payne Whitney, at private sale 
this afternoon the two-year-old Trifle and the 
three-year-old Captain Jinks. 

Larry Carey, acting for Frank J. Nolan, secured 
first call on jockey Robbins for the Beverwyck 
Stable during the Havre de Grace meet ing. 

The three-year-old filly Gardenia, which Archie 
Zimmer purchased at Charleston, died at the Nor 
folk track yesterday. Gardenia contracted fever 
en route from Charleston to Norfolk. 

Several horsemen came over from Baltimore Ibis 
morning, among them L. Fcustel. P. Pumplirey and 
jockey Tommy MoTaggart.

Of tlie six jockeys who rode in that memorable 
race. Perkins dropped dead at Hamilton, Canada, 
last summer: Simms knocks around New York ex- 
cept in the winter time, when be lives at Augusta: 
"old man” Charley Thorjie was at his home in 
Nebraska when I las! heard of him: “Tod” Sloan 
is in high feather in Paris: Henry Shields is train- 
ing in France: Johnny Tabor still follows the races, 
mil “Willie" Martin owns a good stable. 

J have gone into the antecedants of Frederick 
I... which was sold as a yearling for $300, because 
of the undoubted fact that he is one of the fastest 
colts of his age in training in tlie opinion of many 
good judges, hut these same men think he will 
not stay. Handieapper W. S. Vosburgli is of that 
opinion, but Mr. Hailenlicrk will not entertain the 
notion for a moment that Frederick L. is not a 
Derby colt. “Look him up In his late races last 
fall.” he said to me today . I have done so. aud 
still it has not been brought home to me that on 
liis two-vear old form Frederick L. is a Derby colt. 
Johnny Schorr, however, so mooli admires him that 
he offered I*eochares and $5,000 for liint. He was 
at long odds in the ante-post betting quoted for the 
Derby race a few days ago and. while it should not 
lie 40 to l against him. as it is said to be. never- 
theless so long as Hawthorn keeps well, it will take 
a lot of money liet on others to force the Hastings 
gelding out of favoritism. Any two-year-old which 
can do what Hawthorn did to Caugh Hill at even 
weights last fall, even though the. race was run in 
November, lias naturally the call for a Derby tlie 
following spring. 

We in tlie east were glad to read that it is tlie 
intention of the owner of Hawthorn to send that 
gelding to New York after the runuiug of the big 
Kentucky stakes. We hope to see a good race horse 
and personally I feel great regret that so good a 
horse is unsexed and cannot procreate. I venture 
to say that Mr. Belmont, who bred Hawthorn, and 
Sold him to Howard (hits for $900. who in turn 
sold him to G. II. Coyle for about $1,200. is indeed 
sorry that file youngster was castrated. Of course 
there are two ways to look at this question of castra- 
tion. I asked John E. Madden today about this. He 
said that lie thinks the question of castration should 
lie settled for each individual colt. “You know- 
how good a race horse Salvideiv was.” he said. “yet. 
if he lifid not been unsexed. I do not think lie 
would have lieen a successful stallion because he 
had a poor constitution.” 

Hawthorn is by Hastings out of White Thorn, by 
Nasturtium, grandam Thorn Blossom, by Marten 
hurst (he by Wenloek. son of Lord Clifden), out 
Kyesweet. by Galopin. grnndam Whin Blossom, by 
Springfield (grandsire of Rook Sanill out of Haw- 
thorn Bloom, by Kettledrum out of Lady Alice Haw- 
thorn. This is n famous and stout family on the 
dam’s side, particularly. There is a two-year old 
brother to Hawthorn in Mr. Belmont’s racing stable 
at Bentiing and we are anxious to get a look at 
him. 

Mr. Belmont, by the way. is doing his share to 
help provide horses for the future necessities of the 
American turf. His plan to bring back from France 
fourteen yearlings (all hut three of his entire lot 
bred there last year) and sell them in this country, 
together with fourteen broil in Kentucky, was an 
excellent tiling to i H>nder on John Madden told 
me today that lie owns ninety yearlings, and I 
have no doubt that at least three-fourths of these 
will be sold in America, while the others will go 
to Mr. Wiuans in England. Mr. J. B. Haggin will 
sell al! hi* yearlings during tlie month of June at 
tlie old place near tlie Sheepsht'ad Bay entrance. 
They comprise forty-three head. Mr. H. G. Oxnard 
told me some weeks ago that he will sell his forty 
yearlings in Ibis country and they will lie offered 
two days after Mr. Hnggin's lot. So here to tie 
sold at auction are 111 yearlings, to say nothing of 
that large number which John Sanford lias at 
Amsterdam. Mr. Whitney has at Brook'd ale. E. It. 
Bradley has at Idle Hour. Barney Schreiber has at 
SodaRa . W. O. Parmer in Tennessi’e. J. N. Cam- 
den’s in Kentucky, J. It. Respess* in Kentucky. 
A. B. Hancock's in Virginia. F. A. Forsythe’s in 
Kentucky. O. H. Chenanlt’s in Kentucky. G. D. 
Wilson's in Kentucky. Mrs. L. A. Livingston's in 
New Jersey. Milton Young’s in Kentucky, (.'apt. 
E. B. Cassatt’s ill Pennsylvania. A. B. Spreckels' 
in California, aud many others all over tlie country.

Albany. N. Y.. April 14.— Tlie question of the 
constitutionality of the anti-gambling laws designed 
to prohibit oral betting at race tracks and holding 
directors of racing associations liable for such 
betting may not reach the Court of Aiipeals until 
June 2. 

The return of the appeal from the recent decision 
"t tlie Appellate Division, Second Department, set- 
ting aside these provisions as invalid, has not yet 
reached tin* Court of Appeals, and consequently 
could not be put on the new order calendar made up 
today for next week. 

Unless special permission is obtained from the 
court to argue the ease out of its regular order, it 
will not be reached until tlie next order calendar 
is made up for the June term of the court.

GENERAL HORSE BREEDING PROFITABLE. 

Washington, 1>. April 14. — Horse breeding in 
the United States is a profitable industry, experts 
of the Department of Agriculture have discovered, 
and they set forth their discovery in a preliminary 
statement just issued. The department liases its 
conclusions on the reports of HMHX) breeders in alt 
corners of the country, and as a result declare that 
there is a profit of approximately forty per cent, 
in a three-year-old colt over and above the cost 
of iis raising. 

The experts announce that the net cost of pro- 
ducing and raising a colt to the age of three years 
averages S9G.54, while the selling price of tile ani- 
mals averages $l:U5.17. The principal cost of nail- 
ing a foal to maturity is chargeable to feeding. 
54 tier eelit. of tile outlay going to keen it in hay. 
grain, pasturage and other feeds, and 1G per cent, 
to care and shelter. The remainder is necessary 
to meet the cost of breaking to halter, veterinary 
service and miscellaneous items. 

Tin- department found that the cost of tliree-year- 
olds was greatest in Rhode Island, where they 
brought on the average ot $leG.*i9 apiece, hi New 
Mexico a good animal of that age could lie bought 
for $*21.50. and Wyoming and Texas, in the order 
nauiixl. were the next lowest markets.

Two days later tie- yearlings 
of 11. T. Oxnard, forty in number, will go under tbe 
hammer at the sane- place. It will lie the first 
time in several years that tin- yearlings of these 
two breeders have been sold in an American market. 
The Oxnard yearlings have found a market in 
Europe for several years. 

Tin- Belm-mt foals, which are coming back from 
France, will be sold in June in the paddock at Bel 
mont Park during ih meeting there. 

Barney Sclireiher. Missouri's most prominent 
horseman, i' her** witli fourteen thoruiiglihn-ds. now 
j ipiartered in the Sheepshead Bay paddocks, which 
will also lie sold at Belmont Park. Some of them 
will race in the Beltuout Park events. The last of 
the Sclireiher horses in the lot now at Sheepshead 
Bay is suPlM-sed to be Montelleda. a four-year old 
smi of Sain and Lisp, that stands 1G.2 on his plates. 
Sellleiber said that lie kept his horses with tile 
hope that racing would be revived here, "where 
they do tilings up right.” and that he is sure his 
fondest 1io|m-s will be fulfilled.

Tin- iMipularlty of the races in which army officers 
figure. Initli as riders and owners, has been well 
attested at both the big tracks and at the smaller 
liuiil meetings. Many of them have on frequent 
occasions demonstrated an ability to hold their own 
among the lx-st of the amateurs and that branch of 
tin- sport lias the liearthy sup|M>rt and co-operation 
of the heads of the army and navy departments. 

The Astoria Dinner stakes will have a piece of 
plate valued at $5*X>. II is expected that Hie 
money to lie competed for during the Belmont Park 
meeting of eighteen days will average more than 
$ 4 .o<mi a day. 

When the Piping Rock Association established its 
magnificent new course. in Locust Valley. L. I., it 
was realized that the sportsmen composing tin* club 
had added another and a beautiful racing property 
to the circuit of the amateurs. Ever since its es- 
tablishment there have been additions and improve- 
ments. Now there is to lie an elaborate training 
ground on the Herbert .L. Pratt estate that adjoins 
the Piping Rock property. The colony that sur- 
rounds the grounds of the club is a “horsy'’ one and 
it is impossible to find a more picturesque country 
over which to indulge in this favorite sport. Sev- 
eral of the members live at such a distance from 
the track pro|M-r that it was thought desirable to 
have a training ground within easy access, where 
Hu- horses could be comfortably ImuisoiI and pie- 
pared for the races. 

Mr. Pratt, himself an ardent sportsman, and one 
of the subscribers to the "Yearling Fund.” whereby 
fifty thoroughbreds were purchased to lie raced liii- 
year, liberally invited the location of tiiis training 
track oil his property. As a result a six-furlong 
track lias ln-en constructed and already a number 
of horses are being fitted there. 

The subscription idea was such a tremendous suc- 
cess when it was first applied in the purchase of 
polo ponies last year, and the subsequent purchase 
of the thoroughbred yearlings, that it was in a 
measure applied to the training grounds. A nuni- 
in-r of the s|M«rt smell who will race over the Piping 
Bock course subscribed for tin- establishment of the 
truck and Im ix es on the Pratt property that was 
dedicated to the purpose, and already there are 
seventeen lomuy Imjx stalls that have been taken 
by this plan. 

This training ground is constructed along the most 
modern ideas. The stalls are r<n>my and tight, and 
an overhanging roof affords a grateful protection 
from rain when il is found necessary to keep Hie 
Imrses off the track by reason of weather eoinlftions 
.-uni still have them out in moderate exercise. 

The track itself is of ample width for training 
purposes and. in fact, could he used for racing. 
Tlie turns are nicely thrown lip. and if is easily 
imssilile to send a horse along as fast as he cares 
to run with perfect safety. 

At Piping Itock itself there lias been constructed 
a big stalde for the accommodation of horses that 
take part in the race meetings there, but to train 
horses over the course itself would have a tendency 
to damage the turf. With the quarters oil the 
Pratt estate within such each reach the horses may 
Im- tightened up lo any degree of fitness and In- 
p it bin easy walking distance of the course proper. 

For previous meetings of tlie Piping Itixk Asso- 
ciation the horses have had to train at Belmont 
I*ark. or even further from the grounds. This new- 
training track is just another evidence of the thor- 
ough manner in which tin- gentlemen of Is-eusl Val- 
ley have gone in f..r the simrt. and their meetings 
are now easily the most notable of such events in 
this country.’ it is. indeed. "The Goodwood of 
America.”

ing records have lieeu closely approached. The art 
of track conditioning, in which striking progress was 
made a few years back. Inis apparently reached tin- 
stage where further inuirovemeiit need not Im- ex- 
pected. Thus one of tlie most potent factors in the 
record breaking epogh til rough which the American 
tlirf passed iu recent years has been eliminated. 

Even in t lies:- days of fast iierformances, a half 
mile in forty eight, seconds is looki-d upon as a meri- 
torious feat. Sinl-e January 1, 1012. there have lieeu 
thirty-five half mile races iu this country in which 
the winner lias run Hie distance in :4JS or bett- i. 
The record for half a mile is : 40% anti is held 
jointly by Don a u and Anion. Each carried 115 
pounds. Donau first establishing the mark in a race 
over the marvelously fast Santa Anita Park track 
in Southern California March 13, l'.iuii. and Am- .t 
equalling it on February 0. loll, at Juarez, tlitri.iu 
the season when that Mexican course was the scene 
of some sensationally fast performances. Tlie fast- 
est half mile performance during the period referred 
to stands to the credit of Inquieta. a filly that raced

Bins, 
with 112 pounds up. Prince Ahmed equaled Chap 
II 1 1 epee’ s performance over the Empire City track, 
al Yonkers. N. Y.. July 29. 190:*. and it was fur- 
ther equaled by August Belmont's Priseiiliau al 
Hamilton, lint.. June 19. 1911. Prime Ahmed car 
ried 117 pounds and Priscillian 113. Aside from 
Closer. Hie fastest six furlong* races of 1912 and 1913 
were run by Sebago. Granite and Jim Basey. each ol 
which scored a mark of 1:11%. Instances of the 
running of three-quarters of a mile in less than 1:13 
have been numerous during the time mentioned and 
are included in the tabulation that follows:

DISQUALIFICATIONS IN ENGLISH. STAKES. 

The disqualification of C'uthliert after he had fin- 
ished first in the Lincolnshire Handicap quite natur- 
ally led to much discussion, but liis fouling of Ber- 
riildoli was quite evident, the two horses being out 
by themselves well in advance of the others. Ou one 
of the widest tracks in England Cuthbert edged over 
to Berrilldon and finally Intmiied him severely, thru 
was first by a head iu a desperate finish, with Ib-r- 
rilldoti's jockey so liani|ieri-d npd pinned in that he 
could not use liis whip. The (lisqnallfictit ion was 
plainly earned. One consequence was that Berrlll- 
dou's owner. A. E. Barton, offered Cwthbcrt's owner. 
W. Hall Walker, a match at the same distance ami 
weights, with Hie same jockeys to ride, for $5, (If it) a 
side. Discussing t liis affair, London Sporting Life 
said of other similar cases of note: 

"Disqualifications in the big races In England are 
of very rare occurrence, and the result of the I.lu 
colnshire Handicap yesterday adds another record to 
its Interesting history, its it is the first time such an 
event lias occurred in the big Curlinlme race. In- 
deed, the chief handicaps on which ante-|>ost betting 
takes place are singularly free from complaints of 
any description.” 

"»>f recent years, however, other big races have 
not been so fortunate. In 1907 the- Ascot Gold t’up 
gave rise to a singular objection, which ended iu a 
disqualification. Eider, a French horse, owned by 
the Due do (imminent, ran a dead lu-at with Pol. 
Kirkwood's Tlie White Knight, and on returning to 
scale. W. Halsey, the latter's jockey, and who is 
now established as a trainer at Newmarket, lodged 
an objection to Eider on tlie grounds of boring and 
bumping, and further that Stern, the rider, caught 
hold of Halsey's leg and tried to push him off. Tlie 
stew.-MiI> went into the matter at once, and aft r 
<lii<- deliberation, decided that the complaint of Inn- • 
ing and bumping was justified, and disqualified 
Euler, awarding the rare to Tin White Knight. 
They, however, acquitted Stern of the charge of 
catching hold of Halsey’s leg. This was altogether 
ti most sensational Ascot Gold Cup. for it will lie 
recalled that the trophy itself was stolen from the 
grandstand, where it was oil view, on the Tuesday 
prior to. the race. 

"Another peculiar objection which ended -disas- 
trously to tin- winner occurred in tlie Newmarket 
Stakes in 1902. In this race. Ar»l Patrick, ridden 
by M. Cannon, finished a head in front of Fowling- 
piece, ridden by ('. Jenkins. Tin* latter lodged an 
objection immediately, on the ground of humping, 
and further, that the jockey put liis whip in front 
"f the nose of Fowling-piece. The stewards here, 
after hearing evidence, upheld iln- objection for 
humping, and disqualified Aril Patrick, hut ex- 
onerated M. Cannon from any intent iotml misuse 
of liis whip. 

"Returning to the Lincolnshire Handicap, the nb- 
j<s-tion yesterday was not Hie fir>1 that had been 
lodged to ti winner of the race, although the previ- 
ous one was not in connection with anv happening 
during the running. in 1X95. when Euclid won. an 
objection was lodged against him on the ground 
that lie was not the property of Mr. t'. Duncan, in 
whose name he ran. and rumors current at tlie 
t litre- eonin-cted several disqualified persons with 
him as part owners. Tlie stewards went very thor- 
oughly into the matter, and overruled tin- objection. 
They, moreover, expressed their obligation to Mr. 
Duncan for having voluntarily produced perfectly 
conducive evidence of ills sole ownership of the 
horse.” 

THIRTY LEADING AMERICAN JOCKEYS. 

A new leader lias come to (he front among Ameri- 
can jockeys in Kohliiiis. an apprentice who lias been 
riding winners al Norfolk. foWnwiug a fair show- 
ing at Juarez earlier in tin- year. Bobbins is a son 
of J. T. Bobbins, known on American race tracks as 
"the horn- doctor.” Bobbins is now tied with 

Burlingame for first place in Hie jockey list for 
1913 in respect to winning mounts, hut lias a 
better iM-reenlnge Hum liis rival. A half-dozen others 
are so close up That anyone of them is likely to 
figure as the leader iu the near future. The record 
of the thirty leaders, from January 1. to aud itt-

It was Thompson tlq. elder 
who owm-d tlie Brookdule Farm, near Red Bank, 
whore Harry Payne Whitney now has liis extensive 
American stud. It was from that farm that Mr. 
Thompson sent Requital, winner of the Lawrence 
Realization of ISiHi. Tin- stalde was continued only 
one year after the death of \V. P. Thompson, hut 
in flint year its < olors were carried to victory in 
the running of the Futurity, the most coveted of 
two-year old races, by l.'Abmetie.

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ANOTHER DERBY ELIGIBLE AT LOUISVILLE. 

His Majesty, it. Stable of George W. Langdon, Joins 
Candidates in Training at Churchill Downs. 

Iaiuisvilk*. K.v., April 14.— Hawthorn, the Derby 
favorite, made his appearance, ns usual, yesterday 
ut Churchill Downs. He was only enntered a slow 
mile. The going was si ill heavy. While the horses 
ni Douglas Park was in fair working condition no 
hors.-s were worked fast over that course. Many 
visitors journeyed to Churchill Downs. The Derby 
candidates. Hawthorn and llis Majesty, were cen- 
ters of attraction. 

The tracks at Churchill Downs and Douglas I ark 
were heavy Saturday and noue of the horses at 
cither of the two plants indulged in trials. At the 
former emirs. 1 tin* going was exceedingly deep and 
holding. A number of horses were exercised oil the 
inside track, which, since improvements have been 
made there can oulv Is* utilized for about live 
eighths of a mile. The Derby favorite. Hawthorn, 
was exercised bv W. S. Trevey on this part of the 
course. Hi' work was confined to about a mile and 
a half of slow cantering. The son of Hastings 
probable will not be given another trial in earnest 
until the going at the Downs gets fast again. 
Trainers have been getting some comfort out of the 
iiimldv track cot id i lions by ascertaining just what 
horses thev have that fancy the mud. 

The racing stable of George W. Langdon reached 
Chiu-chill Downs Saturday morning from the Graves- 
end track at Brooklyn. One of his three-year-olds, 
liunrh of Keys, and a two-year-old member of the 
stable were quite sick when taken off of the car, 
but their condition did not appear to lie serious. 
It is presumed they took a slight cold en route 
lien*, llis Kentucky Derby candidate. His Majesty, 
ami tin* good three-year-old filly. Briar Path, both 
ship|K‘d well and appear to be in fine fettle. He 
lias five two-year olds, in addition to his trio of 
t hree-year-olds. 

Eugene Elrod, betting ring manager on all the 
Kentucky tracks, arrived today from Lexington, 
lb* had’ been there arranging tne pari-mutuel ma- 
chines for tin* spring meeting which begins there 
April 26. The Kentucky Association lias purchased 
part of a pari-mutuel outfit, but the machines to be 
used there have been generously loaned by John 
lluclimeislcr. manager of the Latonia and Douglas 
park Jocko v clubs. Ten machines will lie operated 
at Lexington, one $10 straight, three $5 straight, 
place and show, and six $11 machines — two straight, 
two place and two show. The men selected for the 
principal office positions are: Chief .cashier.

I, . n*. Itoy Dillard. Frank Itoach and Lew Hoffmau. 
There will Is* twenty machines in o|s*ration daily 
during the coming spring meeting at Churchill 
Downs. with six extra on Derby Day. At Latonia 
there will be twenty-three in daily operation, with 
seven extra on Derby Day. The betting ring at 
Latonia has been so arranged that all of the ma- 
chines regularly in operation will Ik* located oil the 
railroad side <if the track. Mr. Elrod, during his 
visit to l.atonia. noted a number of improvements 
ill progress at that course. All of tin* stops lead- 
ing to the grandstand have l**on replaced. New 

II, airing is Is-ing laid in the grandstand. Many 
other improvements are being made in connection 
with the stabling accomodations. Manager Hach- 
meistor told Elrod that Ik* would make some 
changes in the betting ring at Douglas Park, before 
the spring meeting iH'gins t here on May 26. Mr. 
Elrod will leave on April 113 for Lexington. In 
the meantime lie will devote bis attention to the 
details of his work in connection with the meetings 
on the three tracks.

Loftlis 
will go to Lexington. llis mount in the Breeders’

John P. Mayberry for Frederick Johnson. 

Mrs. Charles F. Price is in receipt of a cable- 
gram from her husband announcing tin* safe arrival 
in himself and Col. M. J. Winn in Paris. They will 
leave there to return to Louisville on May 1. They 
will visit all of the French race courses in the ex- 
pectation ot picking up wane pointers that may lie 
available in the operation of the pari-mutuel method 
of wagering at Churchill Downs. 

President Charles F. Grainger of t lie New Louisville 
Jockey Club, is at French Lick Springs for a ten- 
,la vs’ sojourn. He is accompanied by Mrs. Grainger. 
Before leaving Louisville President Grainger an- 
nounced that more than three-fourths of the Church- 
ill Downs boxes bail been reserved for Derby Day. 
Society is mure deeply interested in t lie race ibis 
year than ever before and there will be more nota- 
bles in the club bouse from all over the count ry 
than ever before upon a similar occasion. 

Kay Silence reached here today from Norfolk 
with llis plater, Dick Baker. He had intended to 
ship his string, including the good tliree-year-old 
Nobby, to Lexington, but finally decided to rest bis 
horses until the sport commences at Churchill 
Downs.

The pari-mutuel system of betting will be 
installed there this spring and the prediction is that 
it will la* a success. 

W. 11. Shelley, racing secretary of the Lexington 
meeting, was a visitor yesterday at tin* two local 
courses. He reported that trainer William H. Kar- 
rick. now at Aiken, S. (’.. with tin* horses of H. lx. 
Knapp and E. R. and Thomas Hitchcock, had 
ordered twenty-one stalls fur his racers at the Ken- 
tucky Association track, in this stable is the Ken- 
tucky Derby candidate. Yankee Notions. 

Jockey Ted Koerner lias arrived here from Nor- 
folk. He will rest for a week or more before going 
to Lexington, where lie will ride Maj. T. C. Mc- 
Dowell's starter in the Breeders' Futurity. Koerner 
will also have the mount on Met’orkle if that colt 
goes to the post in the Kentucky Derby. Koerner 
reports that W. i>. Joplin will leave Norfolk for 
Lexington next Friday with his entire racing stable. 

W. E. Applegate's rider. Charles Borel. says lie 
is satisfied that be will Ih> able to ride ttiis season 
on tin* Kentucky Tracks as light as 105 pounds. 
Several of the Applegate racers will lie ship|»ed to 
Lexington, blit none will leave the Downs until the 
middle of next week. This stable has two Breed- 
ers' Futurity candidates iri the filly. First Cherry, 
and the lb*n Brush colt. Old Ben. 

Jockey C. Kirschliamn has arrived from Oakland, 
Cal., where lie visited Ills home people after the 
Juarez meeting was over. Kirsclibaum is under 
contract to the millionaire California turfman, A. 
B. Spreekels, whose horses are now at tin* Downs 
in charge of C. W. Carroll. Kirschliamn did some 
successful riding at the Mexican track last winter 
ami was especially fortunate with two-year-olds. 
He call ride as light as 10:: pounds and if Weya- 
noke starts in the Kentucky Derby In* will have the 
mount on that son of sir Hiion. 

F. E. Otis win ship Buck and his two-year-olds. 
Mcshach and At»*diiego. to Lexington ro race din- 
ing the cutting Kentucky Association meeting. 
Word was received today by W. S. Trevey from 
Texas Unit I'. T. Wood, from whom Otis liouglit 
bis two-year- -old. died at his home in Abilene a few 
days ago. He had been in bad health for several 
years and was at Juarez onl.v a part of last winter. 
Wood mil" bad a few mares, but be was rarely 
without a good race horse. He owned and raced 
11 m* famous May Beach some years ago. His last 
horse of note was tin* siieedy Frank Mullens. 
Wood made a fortune out of the r** moils sprinter. 
Money Muss. He did not breed him. but purchased 
him after lie had Is-gun to race well. The farm 
lie lias left to his family was purchased off of 
Money Muss’ earnings mi the lurf. It is related 
Hint lie stepped into a Texas bank to dcptsll some 
money that Money Muss had won for him. The 
holder of a mortgage was about io foreclose on a 
farm. Without depositing I lie money Wood paid 
off tin* mortgage and. satisfying the other holders 
of tin* pro|K*rtv. paid over the cash and had the 
deed for tin* place signed before In* left the bank. 

The last horse to win in his colors was Slmdiaeh. 

a i Juarez tin* past winter. He made one trip cast 
with May Bi-jo-Ii and in the first J-aee the mare ran 
there he bef heavily mi her. She ran against 
Voter and was beaten. As In* was leaving the 
track a friend remarked to I, ini: “Your marc 

showed s|ieed, hut Voter ran very fast today " 
Wood renik'd: “Yes. he ran fast, but no faster 

than I can get back to Texas.” That was the only 
lime he ever attempted to race his horses on the 
New York tracks. 

Besides May Beach. Wood raced such good horses 
ns Stem winder. Dr. Hollis and iiinali WimhI. 

Among his associates he was known as the 
preaching horseman, a sobriquet be acquired some 
twenty rears ago. It is related that when bad luck 
overtook him and his horses were not earning 
enough to pay expenses that he used to preach for 
a living. 

The well-known broodmare. Belle of De Laud, by 



Griffon, owned by John t’ranor, of De Laud, l'la., 
foaled a handsome bay filly last week at Dan De- 
lian's farm in this comity. The youngster is by 
T. M. McBride, a soil of Gold Heels. Fra nor lias 
ordered the mare united this season with King 
Olympian, which performer W. F. Schulte lias de- 
cided io retire to the slud. Mr. .Schulte will mate 
most of tlie mares at Argyle Farm this season to 
this grandson of Domino. 

J. B. Rospess probably will make no attempt to 
race Jenny Geddes until late in tin* summer. The 
filly is at his farm in Kenton county and before 
joining bis training stable probably will In* shipped 
to Lexington and mated with Dick Welles. She 
will not be raced after Ibis season. Frank Res- 
pess lias been galloping Jenny Geddes lightly for a 
month or more and writes that the daughter of 
Cesarion looks great. llespess thought a long rest 
would do the filly good, as in Green Morris’ hands 
last season she ran no less than thirty-three races. 
He really purchased her for a broodmare and eared 
little about tier future racing career. Except Min- 
nie Adams. Jenny Geddes showed a greater inclina- 
tion to stay in races than any daughter of t'esarion. 

News lias reached Churchill Downs that Danny 
Lynch, a turfman known from coast to coast, died 
recently at bis home in New Hampshire. His last 
racer was the mare Fair Louise, which was raced 
at Juarez last winter and which, for several sea- 
sons. has been a memiier of J. W. Young's stable. 
Lynch was in bad health for several years and lias 
not been seen about a race track since the Juarez 
and Kentucky seasons of Bill. 

Weyanoke. T. Carroll’s Kentucky Derby eligible, 
is out of a mare that is a daughter of the noted 
Sclika. which won for George J. Long the Kentucky 
Oaks of l$94 and ran second to Orimla iu the La- 
tonia Oaks. Selika was from the family that be- 
came famous through the turf achievements of that 
wonderful campaigner. Checkmate, which was raced 
by .1. T. Williams, of Governor Gray note. 

George Swain, several years ago prominent as a' 
race rider, has in contemplation the breaking into 
the trainers’ Tanks. Swain has not ridden for 
three years, hi- Iasi work in the saddle being done 
at Butte. Mont. He now weighs all of 150 pounds. 

Former jockey William Burkholder, who now re- 
sides in this city, will busy himself during the 
coming summer in handling some of the many 
yearlings which are to Is* broken ill Kentucky. 
While quite heavy, Burkholder is still light enough 
to ride a yearling. He was successful in this work 
a season or so ago in the Argentine Republic, when 
lie went with the horses shipped to that country by 
J. It. Haggin.

RACING AS CONDUCTED IN AUSTRALIA. 

Since racing is to be revived ibis year on several 
of the New York tracks it is of interest to con- 
sider how the sport may lie carried on without the 
evils which brought about its cessation in this 
state. Tin* exiierienee of Australia in the matter 
is especially valuable. 

Australia and New Zealand, comparatively small 
countries from the standpoint of ixipulation. have 
shown an originality amounting to daring in matters 
of social regulation and governmental control of 
things left in most countries to individual initia 
five, and iu sport, as iu more serious matters, have 
declined to follow too closely in the beaten rttt of 
time- honored tradition. Those indispensable adjuncts 
of racing, the numbered saddle cloth and the start- 
ing gate, were first seen in Australia before they 
were adopted throughout the racing world, while 
Australian jockeys used the short stirrup, though 



not to the exaggerated extent made twipular by Tod 
Sloan, when Isaac Murphy. Fred Taral and Jimmy 
McLaughlin were still riding desperate finishes oil 
American courses in tin* old-fashioned English style. 

Popular support is accorded in no half-hearted 
fashion to all the big meetings held by the leading 
chibs in every one of the six states that comprise 
the commonwealth. 

An outline of tin* manner in wbieli the Victoria 
Racing Club of Melbourne is managed will demon- 
strate the way a governing Australian club is con- 
ducted. The V. R. C.. as it is popularly known 
throughout Australia, luts a membership of between 
three and four thousand persons. Any reputable 
citizen may become a member. The annual meet- 
ing of members of the club is held during the first 
week in August, as the racing year iu Australia 
dates from the first of that month. The proceed- 
ings that take place at the meeting are not always 
a formality. Tin* club is managed by a committee 
of twelve elected by ballot to serve without re- 
muneration for one year. 

A member of the V. R. C. pays an entrance fee 
of $25. vyitli animal dues of the same amount. For 
this sum a member gets admission to about twenty 
days' racing, the principal meetings being four days 
in the spring, four days in the autumn. New Year's 
day and three days in midwinter, when racing over 
tlie jumps is held at which the Australian Grand 
National Steeplechase is run. There is no separate 
I tody governing the jumping races, as in England or 
America. The member is also entitled to admission 
to any special meetings that may be held on the 
track. 

The charge for admission to the grandstand on 
Australian race courses is $2.50. with an additional 
fee to the saddling paddock of $1.25 at big meetings 
and 60 cents for minor ones. As tlie member goes 
into the saddling paddock also without charge it will 
lie seen that lie is getting his money’s worth. In- 
side the race course a member has tlie privilege of a 
separate carriage paddock for liis carriage or auto- 
mobile. a separate dining room, a large building 
comiK'Scd almost entirely of glass that resembles 
a conservatory In its arrangement of ferns and pot 
plants, and a small enclosure near tlie betting ring 
occupied mainly as a smoking pavilion. There is 
no clubhouse or separate stand for members as in 
England and other countries. 

Betting is conducted by bookmakers either for 
cash or on credit, for which they are charged au 
annual license l'ec of $250 by the club. The sub- 
committee. wbieli deals with such matters, take* 
care to satisfy itself of the responsibility of parties 
to whom tin* license is issued. The book making 
system is the only one that obtains in the two 
principal states of the commonwealth. New South 
Wales and Victoria, the parties opposed to the 
slate recognition of betting involved by the use of 
the machines having hitherto succeeded iu prevent- 
ing the passage of the necessary legislation. In 
tin* four other states the machine is us,*d. though 
book making is also allowed in some of them. 

The racing clubs of Australia have shown that 
limited racing of a high class can be made self- 
supporting and can lx- conducted in such maimer as 
to give general satisfaction. That if satisfies the 
public is evidenced by the supixirt accorded it. It 
is satisfactory to owners of horses, as fields of from 
twenty to thirty starters are of ordinary uccurranee 
on tlie Australian turf. — New York Times.
